COVENT GARDEN THEATRE. 

Cottey Crpper’s Comedy of She Wouldand She Would Not ; or, 
the Kind Imposter, was revived last evening with success. The acting 
was everything that could be desired, and the characters were allotted to 
the respective performers with a discriminate judgment peculiar to the 
arrangement of this Theatre. Farren’s Don Manuel, was a carefully 
studied and highly finished performance, the old dotard’s joy, the gleeful 
chuckle, when his daughter agreesto marry the man of his choice (who isno 
other than Hypolita in disguise,) and the grief and chagrin to which this 
is changed on his discovery of the plot, were alike masterpieces of the 
highest order of the Drama. Cooper performed Don Phillip extremely 
well, and Walter Lacy, as Don Octavio, gave further evidence that with 
attention, he will reach the top of the tree in light Comedy. His gay 
and chivalrous bearing and easy pleasantry, ensured him general applause. 
Harley was excellence itself as the lying valet Zrappanti; his cool 
impudence coming as naturally to him as if he were fully prepared 
for the most extensive order on the shortest possible notice. Mrs. 
Walter Lacy (who with Mrs. Nisbett, appeared in male attire throughout 
the Comedy,) looked remarkably well, and acted with that spirit, grace, 
and vivacity, for which she is proverbial. On being assured that she must 
bluster when she wears the breeches, and that what is designated scolding 
in woman, is bullying in man, she assumes it with a gusto and heartiness 
quite refreshing. Miss Cooper performed Rosara with great propriety. 
and Mrs. Orger, as the waiting maid, Viletta, was exactly suited with a 
part, in which none can approach her. Beauty and the Beast concluded. 

Paris.— Theatre des Vaviétés—L Inconsolable—Vaudeville in three 
tableaux, by M. Rosier. L’Inconsolable is a widow—Mad. Caudebec, who 
mourns a husband she loved at Pontoise, at which place he has died. 
He can never come back, but this is no reason why she should not return 
there. She hastens to quit Paris, to be nearer her defunct Caudebec, and 
to this end, packs up her rattle traps and prepares to vacate her lodging. 
M. Thucydide, a widower, who regrets nothing, unless it is the short 
time he has been in his present state, comes to take possession of Mad. 
Caudebec’s apartments. He brings his servant, Saturn, with him, a very 
intelligent planet, who has been amourous for some time past of the 
pretty Poulette, the desolate widow’s maid. Neither Saturn, nor Poulette, 
relish the idea of separating, by the departure of the new Ephesian dame. 
While their master and mistress are arranging matters respecting the 
house, they not only swear to love each other eternally, but agree to rise 
every artifice to prevent a separation. The dinner hour arrives and in- 
terrupts their conversation. The widow seats herself at table, for not- 
withstanding her misfortune, she can manage to make a very hearty meal. 
M. Thucydide wishes to take his leave, but the clouds melt into water, 
the gutters become rivers—no coach to be had—no umbrella—no clogs. 
The widow retains M. T. to dinner. 
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2nd Tableau.—The dining room. Mad. Caudebec cries at every 
object which recalls to mind her dear departed. At table, by the side of 
Thucydide, she inundates her plate with tears, the pearly drops, running 
very inconveniently into the melted butter ; however after dinner she 
consents to play at piquet. Night comes, M. Thucydide cannot leave, and 
a bed is prepared, in the chamber adjoining Madame’s. Separated only 
by a thin partition, neither widow nor widower sleep a wink. The 
former groans and sobs so violently that Monsieur T. wishes to console 
her—but Saturn prevents him and blows out the light. 

3rd Tableau. The bed-room of Madame. The widow in a burst of 
despair, has broken her bed, and reclines in an arm chair. Saturn gets 
into her chamber by the balcony, by a use, causes Thucydide to think the 
widow is being murdered, and quits the room. The courageous widower 
rushes in, and Saturn and Poulette enter quietly, and threaten to expose 
their master and mistress, until the latter agree to become man and wife.
